Lewes, Del., Ju ly 19 (/P)—The 
jinx th a t 
stood gu ard for

y ears ov er the treasu re chests of 
the su nken sloop de Braak was 
broken today and a band of for­ 
tu ne 
hu nters 
were 
conv inced 
they had located the priv ateer’s 
$10,000,000 cargo. 
From the shifting sands off 
Cape Henlopen in the depths of 
Delaware Bay —where the British 
sloop sank in 17 89—a div er du g 
a carv ed old wooden 
railing to 
place the treasu re site. 
The rail is u ndeniably a piece 
from the su nken hu lk, the treas­ 


u re hu nters were told by R an­ 
dolph MacCracken, great-grand­ 
son of the de B raak’s skipper. 
Content with his 
word, 
the 
leaders of the salv age ex pedition, 
Charles N. Calstead, of Attleboro, 
Mass., and Richard T. Wilson, of 
Prov idence, R. I., hu rried back to 
New England for eq u ipment to 
raise the wreck. 
The ancient hu ll lies half bu r­ 
ied in the sand, their div er, H ar­ 
ry Morgan, of Florida, reported. 
Throu gh weeks of probing the 
bay floor, he had somehow ev ad­ 
ed the jinx th a t stopped 
ev ery 
other search 
since the richly - 


laden sloop went to the bottom. 
Hailing from the West Indies 
with Captain 
Jam es Drew 
in 
command, the 
de Braak 
was 
seeking an anchorage near the 
Cape. Her sails cau ght a su dden 
gu st of wind and laid her on her 
beam. She filled with w ater and 
sank. 
Forty men, the loot from two 
captu red Spanish galleons, ^and 
her own cargo of $8 00,000 in gold 
went to the bottom with her. 
Throu ghou t the 
19 th centu ry 
the 
wreck 
attracted 
treasu re 
seekers. 
A stock company was organ­ 


ized in Philadelphia fifty y ears 
ago and Philadelphians gobbled 
u p its stock at $25 a share. A ft­ 
er large su ms 
had been spent 
w ithou t resu lt, the stock fell to 
ten cents and the project was 
abandoned. 
Three y ears ago, the Philadel­ 
phia Derrick and Salv age com­ 
pany tried to raise the sloop. One 
of its salv age ships cau ght fire 
and was destroy ed. A sister ship, 
a few weeks later, ran agrou nd 
off the Cape and was wrecked. 
The jinx scared off all comers 
after th a t u ntil the New Eng­ 
landers arriv ed.

Goodrich had been on the v erge

MORE TRADE PROMISES FROM RUSSIA 
An other roseate p ictu re of fu tu re trade with 
Ru ssia has been p ain ted for u s by Max im Lit- 
v inoff, Sov iet commissar of foreign affairs, who 
p ledges the Ru ssian gov ern men t to make p u r­ 
chases to the amou n t of ov er thirty million dol­ 
lars in the Un ited States within the n ex t y ear. 
In con sideration of this fifie p romise, this cou n ­ 
try gran ts Ru ssia the p riv ileges of a “most fa­ 
v ored n ation ,” u n der the p resen t sy stem of bar­ 
terin g in p riv ileges ex ten ded, for foreign trade. 
Any reason able concessions to gain in creased 
foreign trade seem to be warran ted in v iew of 
the declin in g bu siness of this cou n try with other 
n ation s, an d the p u blic sin cerely hop es that the 
Ru ssian agreemen t will p rov e to be all that it is 
p u rp orted. 
We can n ot help from restrain in g ou r en thu s­ 
iasm, howev er, when we con sider the p retty Ru s­ 
sian trade bu bble that bu rst in ou r faces follow­ 
in g the resu mp tion of dip lomatic relation s with 
that cou n try . Those who clamored so lou dly an d 
lon g for official recogn ition of the Sov iet re­ 
gime based their en thu siasm on the p rosp ects 
of the v ast amou n t of trade that we wou ld be 
able to n egotiate with that cou n try . Prediction s 
of v ast amou n ts were rep eatedly made u n til we 
were led to believ e that a v eritable gold min e of 
bu sin ess was to follow. It soon dev elop ed that 
we were to get n othin g in the way of in creased 
trade u n less the Un ited States wou ld loan the 
mon ey to fin an ce su ch Ru ssian trade that the 
Sov iet cared to throw ou r way . Su ch loan s de­ 
man ded irresp ectiv e of the fact that Ru ssia owes 
this cou n try a hu ge war debt which has been 
p erman en tly abrogated. 
Trade relation s between the two cou n tries 
hav e been highly u n satisfactory for man y y ears. 
Many other attemp ts at iron in g ou t the differ­ 
en ces that ex ist, hav e en ded in failu re, ev en 


u n to the the imp ortan t step of establishin g dip ­ 
lomatic relation s with the bolshev ik leadership . 
If this p resen t agreemen t does n ot bear fru it, 
no fu tu re adv an cemen ts of an y sort shou ld be 
made an d we shou ld be ex tremely reticen t abou t 
following an y more will o’ the wisp p romises.
